State Parks will rely
heavily on the Council to run the program.

David Olsen made the motion to accept the list of prioritization grants and eliminate the list
above, with an exception of if there is any money remaining, that money goes to future
projects which could include any project on the approved list. Josh seconded the motion. All
were in favor.

The council would like to revamp the grant application to maybe include; locator map,
submittal date (if project was rejected and give that project an explanation of why it was
rejected), photos, evidence of easement (especially for private property), etc. Maybe also
explain on the application that projects that have been funded previously need to be
completed before they can ask for more money, also state that the money will be issued in
late August, early September, estimated annual use info, Nordic grooming funding is for
seed money not year to year maintenance, indicate on app if it is a phased project, there is a
cap on how much will be granted, explain what trail maintenance will be granted, etc. Chris
would like to put on the website a fact and question section to include information that;
restroom maintenance will not be funded, funding timeline, etc.




Helene will put together a proposed rating guide for the Council that will include what the
application should have.

Next year we will only request one signed application and post the apps on the website for
the Council to review. The application will still need to be mailed in since we need the
original signature. This will cut down on printing and mailing costs.
